BRITAIN ALSO GROWS MORE 


Since the bonus system’ was adopted 
two years ago, wheat production in Great 
Britain has gone up 36 per cent. There, as 
in other great importing countries, sub- 
sidies have induced the farmers to raise 
more wheat, shut out exports, and help to 
pile up and keep up the world super- 
surplus. 

The moral is plain. Canada should be 


looking for markets for its wheat else- 
where than in Great Britain, and shaping 
its tariff and trade policies to secure ad- 
mission into them. 

And we might by the same means make 
it worth while for Britain to reduce some- 
what the inducement it offers for home 
production. There must be some more pro- 
fitable use to which the British farmer 
could put his high-priced land, if some of 
the artificial restraints and handicaps 
were removed from British industry and 
export. 

AUTHORITY ASSERTING ITSELF 

Six of the United States have prescribed 
death as the punishment for kidnappers, 
and in a dozen the penalties have been 
otherwise stiffened. The man-stealer, it 
may be confidently assumed, has had his 
day in that country. And with him will go 
the gun-men who have been murdering 
with impunity in the great centres of 
population. An aroused nation can free it- 
self of the domination of a criminal min- 
ority once it makes up its mind to do so. 
Our neighbors seem to have decided they 
have had enough of that sort of thing. 

Canadians are more than casually inter- 
ested in this development. Canada lies next 
door, and lawlessness on one side of the 
border tends and tries to extend itself to 
the other. And the fact that some Canad- 
ians are among the sought-for kidnappers 
in the United States is evidence that the 
Dominion is not exclusively populated by 
people who voluntarily refrain from crime. 

That our neighbors have found it neces-

RUSSIA IS ALSO A MARKET 


Mr. Cromie, of the Vancouver Sun, says 
the Russians are staging a boom. Why 
shouldn't they, or why couldn't they, or 
why wouldn't they’? Russia was the most 
backward country in Europe when the 
great war shook the foundations of civiliz- 
ation in that continent. It was centuries 
behind its neighbors, in industrial develop- 
ment, transportation, education, and living 
conditions of the masses. 

With vast resources and a great and 
industrious population, all Russia needed 
was leadership to inspire and direct the 
effort to catch up with the rest of Europe, 
economically and socially. It has got the 
leadership. Not the kind of leadership 
more progressive peoples would want or 
would tolerate, and not the kind the Rus- 
sians will tolerate when they have reached 
a corresponding state of advancement. 
But perhaps the only kind of leadership 
that could set them at the task—the lead- 
ership of force. 

Under what kind of directorship the 
Russians are doing the job is their parti- 
cular business. For outsiders the import- 
ant thing is that they are setting the 
forces of development in motion in the 
eastern half of Europe and the northern 
half of Asia. Those long-neglected regions 
are to be brought into use, as they never 
have been before. 

This of course means Russian competi- 
tion in world markets, to what extent and 
along what lines cannot be foreseen. But 
it also means that the Russians are poten- 
tial buyers of foreign products. That at 
the moment is something the govern- 
ments of other countries should be think- 
ing about. Their paying power is limited, 
but so far as it goes Russian money will 
turn the wheels of industry in foreign 
lands as fast as any other money. 

Canada should have trade agents and 
financial representatives at work investi- 
gating the chance of supplying from this 
Dominion some of the $100,000,000,000 
worth of supplies Litvinoff says Russia 
needs and is ready to buy abroad.

THE LACHINE MASSACRE 
On this date, in 1669 took piace 
the massacre of Lachine, the most

violent storm burst over 
Lake St. Louis, the expansion of 
the St. Lawrence above the La- 


chine rapids, and noted even to- 
day for its dangers. Concealed by 
the tempest and the darkness, 
1,800 Iroquois warriors lended at

butchered

the troops in the encampment 
heard a cannon shot from one of

Several other fugitives appeared,

nameless horor. The greater part 
of the prisoners were, however, 
reserved to be distributed among 
the towns of the confederacy and 
there tortured for the diversion 
of the inhabitant:

The Passing Show

Some good news for believers in the rightness 
and wisdom of birth control knowledge. Miss 
Frances Moren and Mrs. Vaughan, the two ladies 
who pionéered the Birth Control Clinic at Van- 
couver, tell me they are arranging for a lecture 
tour through the prairie provinces in September 
and October. They will probably start at Edmon- 
ton, follow the Canadian National route to Winni- 
peg and return by C-P.R., giving lectures for ladies 
in the principal towns and cities en route, and 
probably conducting some free clinics in the cities 
at the request of social workers. 

Where there are ladies with the time and medi- 
cal training and inclination for work of this nature, 
they may help them to establish permanent Clinics 
on the lines of the Vancouver Clinic, which now 
has the whole-hearted support of the medical pro- 
fession in the coast city. 

Social workers or others who may wish to meet 
these ladies or assist in the success of their pro- 
jected tour may write to them direct at the Birth 
Contro) Clinic. Marine Building, Vancouver 


Mrs. Vaughan before her recent marriage was @ 
trained nurse who spent several years with a New 
York specialist, in addition to hospital work. Miss 
Moren, who is an accomplished speaker and writer 
and experienced social worker, has also had medi- 
cal training. She recently paid a visit to Europe 
in the course of her studies and visited some of 
the clinics in Russia 

The ladies maintain contacts with the British 
and American birth control movements and receive 
the reports of the International Conferences on 
Scientific Contraceptive Research. Their work is 
Strictly ethical and Miss Moren tells me that many 
leading physicians now refer their cases to the 
Clinic, believing it is better equipped than they 
for imparting birth control advice. There being no 
government or municipal grant for this important 
work, a fee is charged to those able to pay to meet 
expenses, but a large number of cases of indigent 
people are dealt with in the weekly free clinic

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mr. High R,. asks: “When a man 
gets burned with a liquid containing the following 
chemicals, thrée parts sodium hydroxide, one part 
sodium sulphide, one part sodium carbonate, dis- 
solved in 95 parts of water and at a temperature 
ranging from 150 deg. Fahr., to 200 deg. Fahr., what 
is the best first aid treatment?” 

ANSWER: The liquid solution you inquire about 
is strongly alkaline and caustic, especially if ap- 
plied to the skin at a high temperature. If the ex- 
siccated form of sodium sulphide is used, the

The average Chinese 
hen lays about eighty eggs a year 
Great improvement should result 
through the crossing of the native 
fowl with the Rhode Island Red 
and Black Orpington fowl brought 
from British Cdlumbia to that great 
province on the eastern border of 
Thibet. These Canadian birds all 
come from stock with records of 
about 300 eggs per year.
